Rates for Tithes, Rents, or other Duties, to appear before

and gives the ſame to any Miniſter cx other perſon whatſo- 
ever. 

And in caſe the ſumae or ſums of money ſo adjudged and

And becauſe many appeals are brought into the Chancery 
upon former Ordinance for Tithes, rather for vexation and 
delay, then otherwiſe; Be it therefore Ordained, that no 
Appeale ſhall be received or admitted thereupon, untill the 

party appealing ſhall lay downe in mony, either with the ſaid 
' Juſtices of Peace, orin the Court of Chancery, the full yalue 
of the Tithes adjudged before the ſaid Juſtices, by way of ſe-

An Ordinance for keeping in Godly Mi- 
niſters placed in Livings by Authority of 
PARLIAMENT. 


\Vd Hereas divers Miniſters in the ſeverall Gounties 

of this Kingdome for notorious Scandals and 
Delinquency, have been put out of their Livipgs by author1- 
ty of Parliament, and Godly, Learned, and Orthodox Mi- 
nxters placed1n their rooms; And whereas the ſaid Scandalons 
and Delinquent Minifters by force, or otherwates, have en- 
tred upon Churches, and gained the poſlefiton of the parſon- 
age-Houſes, Tithes, and Profits thereunto belonging, and 
have obſtructed the payment of Tithes, and other profits due 
by the pariſhoners unto the Miniſters placed in the ſaid 
Churches by Authority aforeſaid. 

The Lords and Commons Aﬀembled in Parliament doe 
therefore Order and Ordaine, and be it Ordained by the ſa1d 
Lords and Commons, That Sheriffs, Mayor, Baylifis, Juſtices 
of the Peace, all Deputy-Lievtenants, and Commairrees of 
Parliament 1n the ſeverall Counties, Cities, and place within 
this Kingdom, do forthwith apprehend, or cauſe to be appre- 
hended all ſuch Miniſters as by Authority of Parliament have

It is laſtly Ordered and Ordained, That if any fuch ſcan- 
dalousor Delinquent Miniſter, put out as aforeſaid, their 
aidors, or abettors, ſhall at any time hereafter, diftucbe, mo- 
If, or hiccder ſuch Miniſter as 1s put into ſach Church or 
Chappell as aforeſaid, in the Exerciling of the office of his 
Miaiſtry, upon proote thereof made upon the oath of two 
Wirneſles, before the fad Sherifls, Mayors, Baylitts, Juſtices 
of Peace, Deputy-Licutenanrs, or Commutecs of Parlia- 
ment, or any two of them , It ſhall and may be-lawſull to and 
jor the ſaid Sheriilos, Mayors, Bailities, Juſtices of the Peace, 
Depury-Licutcaants, or Committees of Parhamont, or any 
tw. of thew, to commit ſuch Offendor or Ofttendors to pri- 
ſon for one Month, ſo often as he or they hall ſooffend.
